Liberal Voters Lukewarm, 

There is no doubt that the great mass of 
Liberal voters in Great Britain have felt only 
lukewarm favor towards home rule. They 
have supported the policy more for the sake 
of Mr. Gladstone than from any deep convic- 
tion. Upon this mood the course of the Tory 
and Liberal-Unionist Lords is likely to react 
in a way not desired by them. A keen sense 
of antagonism will be felt generally against 

the opponents of the government. As if to 
hasten the joining of the issue the House of 
Lords this week placed itself in direct oppo- 
sition to the popular demands of rejecting the 
betterment clauses inserted by the House of 
Commons in the London improvements bill. 
The Labouchere Radicals prophesy that their 
demonstrative rejection of the home rule 
bill may be the final act of their suicidal folly. 

The present prospect is that the House of 
Commons will not adjourn before Sept. 27.

SIGNS OF RETURNING CONFIDENCE. 

There is a decidedly better . feeling all 
round the business horizon. The New York 
bank statement shows a great improvement, 
though the increase of 85,170,150 in the re- 
serve is accompanied by a decrease of 
$3,488,100 in loans and the banks are 
$1,567,525 below the legal reserve of 25 per 
cent. The increase in circulation exeeeds 
‘million dollars, and there is some talk of.a 
retirement of a portion of the clearing house 
certificates the coming week. The premium 
on currency, as measured in depreciated New 
York exchange, has dwindled to a small per- 
centage, and nearly 25 per cent of the bank 
balances at the clearing house Saturday were 
paid in cash, $1,200,000 of the, amount 
being in gold coin, And the clearings for the 
week at the different cities for which 
reports are made up averaged a sub- 
stantial gain over the week preceding, though 
the grand total was 32.5 per cent less than 
for the corresponding week last year. The 
mercantile reports indicate a larger distribu- 
tion of goods, and the prices of produce are 
rising from the minima points at which they 
were kept down by the financial stringency of 
the last three months. The imports of gold 
last week averaged $1,000,000 per. day, in- 
cluding Sunday. One of the most encourag- 
ing features of the situation is the fact that 
numerous formerly scared depositors are car- 
rying back to the banks some of the money 
they had locked up in safety deposit vaults 
and hoards at home, while only a small per 
cent of the notifications of withdrawal by 
depositors in the savings banks are -be- 
ing insisted on. This has the ef. 
fect of reassuring the banks, some 
of which had got scared, too, and they are 
showing a greater willingness to accommodate 
merchants and manufacturers who want funds 
for business uses. Not only is the money put 
back by depositors being loaned out, but also 
considerable amounts which the banks them- 


} selves had locked up for supposed self-pro- 


tection. The restoring. of these funds to 
activity in the business world will do a vast 
amount of good. Every $1,000 thus brought 
out will set at work for wages two men ‘who 
are now idle. The 200 millions of deposits 
yetired from the banks during the excitement 
would furnish the means of employing 400, 
000 men, which is a very large erke of 
those who are at present involuntarily idte 
throughout the country. 

There is reason to believe the worst is past, 
and the credit for these signs of improvement 
must be given to the sweeping majority by 
which the repeal bill was carried through the 
House. This should insure its speedy passage

The volume of payments through the clear- 
m- houses is now only two-thirds as much as 
it was a year ago. In June the railroad earn- 
ings increased 5 per cent, and for the half 
year ending with that month there was a con- 
siderable increase, though the earnings for the 
first half of 1892 had been exceptionally 


large. But in July decreased earnings ap- 


peared on 72 out of 128 roads, and the aggre- 
gate decrease of all was 4.11 per cent, The 
returns for August, as “far as collated, show a 
continuance of the shrinkage, that for the 
third week exceeding 17 per cent.

cent less than for the same time last year, not- 


withstanding a considerable increase in wheat, 
and the imports at New York ‘for the four 
weeks ending with Aug. 26 were smaller than 
for the same weeks last year by $15,930 000, 
or about 30 per cent. 

The magnitude of arrest of industries in 
many important branches corresponds with 
this. The weekly production of pig-iron de- 


‘creased from 185,000 tons in May to about 


100,000 tons for the first week in August, 
and it is probable a further decline has oc- 
curred since then, Of establishments report- 
ing to the Textile World 24 per cent in cot- 
ton machinery and 43 per cent in woolen 
machinery were idle. It may be inferred 
that the proportion of those reporting was 
larger than of the whole nuim ber of establish- 


ments, but other records do not support the 


view. The quantity of cotton taken by 
Northern spinners during the last year was 
fully 20 per cent less than for the previous 
year, and it is evident that most of tlie de- 
crease must have occurred in the last few 
months, as it is not long since the mills were 
reported active. The sales of wool at Boston, 
New York, and Philadelphia since the close 


of April have decreased 40 per cent, and | 


since the end of May 66 per cent. The coke 


| works in operation are less than half the 


number usually employed. The failures 
recorded by the commercial agencies for 
July and August have been exceptional in 
number and importance, Bradstreet’s gives 
the number for the last four weeks as 1,798, 
and for the four preceding weeks of July as 
1,723. All these tacts show a depression in 
business which is especially noteworthy be- 
cause it was more sudtien and more extensive 
than any other within the memory of the 


present generation. 
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GOMPERS EMPTY AND IMPOTENT REME- 
DIES. 


A number of unemployed men gathered 
around Mr. Samuel Gompers, President of 
the American Federation of Labor, the other 
day to learn from him how they should get 
the wages for work they need. What did 
they learn from him? He told them that the 
present state of affairs was unnatural and 
asked : 

Why should the wealth of the country be 
stored in banks and elevators while the idle 
workman wanders homeless about the streets, 
and the idle loafers who hoard the gold only to 
spend it in riotous living are rolling about ia 
fine carriages, from which they look out on p ace- 
ful meetings and call them riots? 

This is misleading declamation only worthy 
of the frothy rantmg of Mme. Lease. But, 
passing by such flings and taunts, what was 
his remedy for this alleged state of affairs? 
The statesman and thinker are men who have 
Said de: The 
organized labor movement offers the only 
practical solution of this question. Wa do 
not want soup-houses. We want work.“ 

As the meeting at which he spoke was 
called by leaders of labor unions, it may be 
taken for granted that most of those present 
were union men,” believers in organized 
la bor,“ and who have been doing for years all 
they can to promote its success by agitation 
and strikes. The fact that they find them- 
selves unemployed ought toshow them that 
the organized labor movement” is not of 
itself sufficient. to insure wages and work. If 
Mr. Gompers were not at the head of a 
Federation of Labor,“ and consequently 
bent on puffing his own panacea, he would 
have told his listeners that the present lack of 
work, which all deplore, was not due so much 
to the absence of organization on the part 
of workingmen as to the pcarcity of employers 
with the requisite capital tohire and pay 
workmen, and a consequent dearth of em- 
ployment. 

He would have said that bad Congressional 
legislation had caused ‘ distrust én main- 
taining the parity of the currency with gold 
ahd led to people drawing their funds out of 
savings and other banks and hiding them away 
where employers could not borrow them to pay 
out in wages. Nor would he have failed to 
mention that workingmen were the largest 
class among these timid souls who had aided 
in this work of currency contraction and 
business destruction. He would have said 
further that the banks having in consequence 
of these- runs and withdrawals of deposits 
much less money on hand than usual, and 
being afraid that what money they had left 
would be drawn out if their funds ran low, 
they had ceased loaning, and that manufact- 
urers, who are great and constant borrowers, 
being unable sometimes to borrow any money 
to meet pay rolls, and sometimes unable 


get it except at very high rates, ceased es eb ö 


facturing and closed down their works. Here 
in Chicago men who intended to build have 
been unable to do so because they cannot bor - 
row money no matter how good the security. 

Mr. Gompers should have stated these 
facts to the carpenters, bricklayérs, painters, 
plumbers, stonemasons, steclworkers, ma- 
chinists, and other workingmen who stood be- 
fore him, and have told them that even if they 
swept into their unions every workingman in 
the city those unions could not create any 
work for the unemployed, but that to get 
jobs the employers must be put in a position 
where they could pay wages.

In the face of the united and desperate re- 
sistance of the Tories and their ex-Liberal 
allies, led by Chamberlain, the Grand Old 
Man has forced his bome rule bill through 
the House of Commons by a vote of 801 to 
267, and thereby achieved @ memorable 
triumph. The bill is now in the House of 
Lords, which of course will reject it by a ma- 
jority of ten to one, as there are but a handful 
of Liberals in that body of special privileges. 
It is nevertheless an act of justice and per- 
haps the crowning work of Mr. Gladstone’s 
long and illustrious career. : 

The Grand Old Man has wrought at this 
task patiently and persistently for seven long 
years. His first bill was defeated in the Com- 
mons by bolters from his party led by 
Chamberlain. He appealed to the voters, 
was defeated disastrously, and then for six 
years restudied his bill and recuperated his 
forces in the face of strong opposition. Last 
fall he carried the Commons after a hard 
fight by the small majority of 40 in a House 
of some 650 members. He has losttwo more 
seats than he has gained at special élections 


since then, and one of his men deserted him 


on the final vote. He has held his forces 
together wonderfully well against every social 
interest and of a powerfully organized re- 
sistance. that would have shattered his small 
majority under “thy other leader in Great 
Britain. Never having more than 40 home 
rule majority in this Parliament. he carried 
his bill by 34 majority, suffering therefore 
only a change of three votes after six months 
of wearing debate and attacks on his bill in 
detail in the House. 

Mr. Gladstone and his followers will, now 
rest and-recuperate. For the next one or two 
years he will go on with English ‘and Scotch 
legislation of a popular and liberal character, 
which will test Chamberlain’s ability to hold 
his fifty Unionist followers from acting with 
the Gladstone Liberals, After he has put 
through his Newcastle program of British re- 
form measures he wil] rise like a giant re- 
freshed, take up the Lords’ rejected home 
rule bill and pass it again in the Commons, 
under the closure rule. It will of course be 
thown out again by the Lords. Then the 
Grand Old Man, should his life and strength 
be spared, will dissolve Parliament and make 
his appeal to the people on the issue of his 
home rule bill. If sustained by the voters 
he will pass it for the third time, and if again 
defeated by the Tory Lords he will employ 
drastic measuresjto reform that House or abol- 
ishit asan obstructive body to the popular 
will. The home rule bill eventually will 
prevail, if Gladstone lives, and meanwhile the 
veteran Premier has commended himself to 
the affectionate gratitude of a majority of the 
Irish people, as well as to the admiration of 
all the world which loves justice and admires 
courage and persistent effort. It will be the 
prayer of the world that he may live aed 
enough to renew the battle and wage it on 
final victory. 


RELIEF FOR THE NEEDY.

The subject is one which imspires a 
sentiment of horror, which is tempered 
with admiration for the technical excellence of 
the painting, as tragedy is rendered interesting 
by an actor’s art. Itis known that after Cesar 
had defeated Pompey at Pharsalia he pursued 
his Heutenants in Africa and elsewhere. Cato, 
who was the most redoubtable of them all, was 
defested, and not wishing to fall into the hands. 
of Cesar he stabbed himself. The family of 
Cato came to his aid and bandaged his wounds 
in the hope of saving his life. He accepted their 
aid and seemed resigned to his chance of recov- 
ery, but as soon as his friends left him he tore 
open his wounds and expired. It is not the class 
of subject best suited fora private collection, but, 
like the work by Poussin, would be a valuable 
acoession to any public museum, The Art Insti- 
tute might relieve something of the effect of pro- 
vincialism presented in its galleries of old masters 
by too little of anything but Dutch pictures by 
the occasional acquisition of such works as these. 

It is all well enough for a mau to fill his pri- 
vate gallery with works of a particular school or 
even a particular master, buta public museum 
should contain examples of all schools. In 
strong contrast to the work of Ribera is Domeni- 
chino’s Tobit and the Angel.“ a workin which 
there is shown a genial feeling for nature and 
richness and delicacy of color. Domenico Zam- 
pieri, or Domenichino, was the pupil of Caracci, 
whom he surpassed in many respects, 
but chiefly in his charming simplicity of 
style. The picture represents Tobit listening to 
the instructions the angel is giving him for the 
restoration of his father's sight. A work which 
belongs to an earlier period is The Virgin of the 
Rosebush,” by Andrea Mantégna. It is painted 
on @ panel in tempera. The figures are 
drawn with sharpness and severity against a 
background ornamented with roses, but they are 
not without grace and refinement. This picture 
comes from the Caussat collection, which was 
one of the most celebrated. of the south 
of France. There are in addition to 
these works two attractive genre sub- 
jects which belong to a later period. 
The first of these is Le Petit Jaloux,“ by Greuze 
the painter of so many charming family scenes. 
A young mother with an exceedingly pretty face, 
which is none other than the artist's wife, is 
feeding her two children; the older, jealous of her 
attentions to his younger brother, holds with one 
hand the arm which offers him some food and 
with the other pushes his brother vio. 
lentiy away. The other is one of the 
few genre pictures painted by David, 
the official painter and friend of Napoleon. 
It represents a Departure for the Hunt.” The 
artist has evidently introduced several portraits 
in the personages of the scene. In the center of 
the group are two women bidding an affectionate } 
farewell to the hunters, one embracing her hus- 
band and the other her youthful son. There are 
also many portraits of historical interest in the 
collection, among them a highly finished work by 
a member of the school of Clouet, the likeness of 
Diane de Bourbon, the daughter of Henri II.; 
portraits of Marie Theresa of Austria, of Louis 
XIV.. and of Mile. de Montpensier, the cousin of 
Louis XIV., known as “la Grande Mademoi- 
solle,“ by Pierre Mignard, and portraits of Talma 
by David; the Prince of Conti by Lebrun; the 
Grand Duchess of Medicis by Paul Veronese, and 
a fine piece of painting by Van der Helst showing 
the likeness of a eo of Haarlem.

Surprise has been expressed that so many 
American artists of high standing at home and 
abroad should not have entered their works for 
competition at the Columbian Exposition. The 
fact of the matter is that artists all over the 
world are beginning to realize the evils of the 
system of awarding prizes, and in Paris an effort 
has been made to do away with it entirely in the 
Salon of the Champdg Mars. It is almost im- 
possible to select a jury which will not be strong- 
ly infiuenced by certain of its members: and 
where the members are personally acquainted 
with the artists whose work they are called upon 
to judge their decision will probably be affected 
by their knowledge of the artist. Even when the 
jurors are above the breath of the suspicion of 
willfally looking out for the interests of their 
friends there is frequently evidence that they 
have unconsciously allowed other considerations 
than the merits of the work to be judged to creep 
in. Other jurors hold that it is proper to encour- 

age certain immature artists who have evidently 
pre 2 to do their best, or to rebuke a man who 
“has not sent what they have a right to expect 
from a man of bis abilities.“ When a jury com- 
menpes its task with fresh eyes and clear 
brains its work is undoubtedly done better 


~than at the close of à session, and errors of judg- 


ment are made which are not always corrected 
in the revisions. 

The utter impossibility of fixing a standard by 
which works by artists who have been governed 
in their work by widely differing principles and 
ideals furnishes another argument against the 
giving of recom in exhibitions. 

The fallibility of juries is shown by ‘the fact 
that works which have been refused at one ex- 
hibition have been awarded medals or honorably 
mentioned by other exhibitions of equal or great- 
er importance. . Juries of admission are 
necessary evils, it a necessity can be considered 
an evil, and the considerations which swerve 
their decisions from the 5 . of exact justice 
are perhaps more numerous than in
